The waterfront tunnel is worse than we thought.

F ormer Seattle mayor Greg Nick¬ 
els liked to invoke Ronald Reagan 
when describing the Alaskan Way 
Viaduct. “Tear down this wall!” he 
would say at press conferences, 
referencing the raised highway’s wall-like 
qualities that cut downtown off from the 
waterfront. 

Nickels, along with a bunch of other 
Democrats, wanted to bury Highway 99 in 
a tunnel in order to “reconnect our city to 
the water,” in his words. 

Nickels and the rest of the gang got their 
wish. Taxpayers are forking over what will 
likely be more than $4 billion when the last 
bill is paid on this newtunnel. But after the 
viaduct comes down, it will not be replaced 
by the rolling parks a lot of us believed we 
would be getting along the waterfront. Nor 
will it be replaced with new buildings or 
vibrant street life. 

It will be replaced by a highway-like road 
that swells to eight lanes wide in some sec¬ 
tions. The viaduct was only three lanes wide 
(stacked double). Looking across the new 
road won’t feel like looking across the idyl¬ 
lic waterfront promenade that politicians 
said they would build. It will feel like look¬ 
ing across Aurora Avenue in North Seattle. 

In other words, we’re tearing down our 
concrete wall only to replace it with a wall 
of cars. 

Why are we building this infrastructure 
for automobile traffic on surface streets 
when we just spent $4 billion on a tunnel 
exclusively for cars? Because the tunnel is 
a conceptual failure. The four-lane tunnel 
has a far smaller capacity than the raised 
highway it’s replacing. 

It lacks the viaduct’s downtown exits, 
and it cannot handle the viaduct’s bus traf¬ 


fic. So where have the powers that be decid¬ 
ed to put that leftover traffic that can’t fit in 
the shiny new tunnel? On the waterfront! 
At the northernmost end of the waterfront, 
the new road will be only four lanes wide, 
but then there’s a lane for parking on each 
side, which puts the full width at six lanes. 


It’s not going to look 
like a park along the 
waterfront. It will 
look more like Aurora, 


At the south end of Alaskan Way, the capac¬ 
ity for moving vehicles is going to swell to 
eight lanes wide. 

The fact that we’re giving cars priority 
on our waterfront is insulting when you 
realize what kind of mass transit we could 
have built with the money we have thrown 
into this car-only tunnel. 

Take a closer look at the tunnel’s $3.2 
billion budget, which after more than four 
years of delays and construction problems 
will likely put us over $4 billion. Put that 
number in perspective. Building light rail 
to Ballard will cost around $2.5 billion. 
Building light rail to West Seattle will cost 
around $1.5 billion. Both of those estimates 
come from Sound Transit. 

That means this tunnel (which the state 
needs to subsidize just to persuade drivers 
to use it—more on that in a second) will 
end up costing roughly the same amount 
as it would to connect every single neigh¬ 
borhood from Ballard to West Seattle to 
light rail. 


Trains are transformative. People will 
move into neighborhoods to take advantage 
of them. The tunnel is the opposite of that. 

As for the state subsidizing drivers to 
take the tunnel: Yes, you read that correctly. 
The state is essentially going to pay motor¬ 
ists to drive through this tunnel. 

When the state legislature originally 
approved funding for the new tunnel, they 
pledged to raise $400 million in the form 
of toUs. But the Washington State Depart¬ 
ment of Transportation (WSDOT) realized 
that they would have to charge a $4 toll rate 
to raise that much money. The problem is, 
this tunnel isn’t worth $4 to motorists. It’s 
a very short tunnel and it has no downtown 
exits. If the state charged $4 just to drive 
through the tunnel, most drivers would 
choose surface streets and the tunnel 
would remain empty. 

WSDOT decided to charge just $1 in off 
hours and increase the toll to $2.25 during 
peak hours. That means a bus ride in this 
city ($2.75) will be more expensive than 
taking your private car in this tunnel, and 
sometimes abus ride will cost almost three 
times the price of driving your car into the 
city. How does that make sense? 

Tearing down the Alaskan Way Viaduct 
should have been a monumental move 
away from cars and toward increasing 
mass transit, bicycle infrastructure, and 
pedestrian usability—a paradigm shift in 
Seattle’s transportation network fit for the 
21st century. Investing in transit instead of 
car infrastructure would have been better 
for the city, better for the environment, 
better for the waterfront, and better for 
economic opportunity. 

Instead, we’ve just built another monu¬ 
ment to cars. ■

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The Power Couple Running Seattle 

What we know about the mayor and the art scholar.

Jenny Durkan and Dana Garvey have a lot of money and tremendous influenee. 


ayor Jenny Durkan doesn’t 
want to talk about her private 
life. Which is too bad, because it 
must be a hell of a story. 

It’s hard to imagine Durkan’s 
success in politics could have happened 
20 years ago. The general public, even the 
supposedly liberal Democratic Party, was 
openly hostile to LGBTQ people back then. 
Bill Clinton signed the Defense of Marriage 
Act in 1996, instituting homophobia into 
federal law. 

After decades of strong, brave women 
blazing a trail and fighting for equal rights, 
we now live in a world where a lesbian can 
become the most powerful person in a maj or 
American city. The irony of the mayor not 
wanting to talk about that is that Durkan 
is herself one of those women who forced 
society to change, paving the way for future 
generations of women and LGBTQ people. 
So is Dana Garvey, Durkan’s longtime part¬ 
ner, with whom the mayor has two children. 


The mayor’s office 
declined to let Durkan 
be interviewed for 
this story. 


Even though the mayor’s office declined 
to let The Stranger interview Durkan, we do 
know some information from public records 
and other press reports. Durkan is one of 
seven kids born to a powerful Seattle-area 
political family. She got her law degree at 
University of Washington in 1985. She rose 
through the ranks of the legal profession, 
starting as a public defender and eventually 
becoming the first openly gay US Attorney 
in history. She later worked as a private cor¬ 
porate attorney, with clients like Coca-Cola 
and FIFA, in a role that she has said would 
have paid her nearly $2 million a year if she 
hadn’t become mayor. 

While Durkan worked in the public sector, 
Garvey broke barriers in the world of high- 
stakes corporate business. Garvey was a 
senior executive at McCaw Cellular/AT&T, 
one of the country’s largest cellular commu¬ 
nication firms during a period of momentous 
change in the wireless industry. She later 
launched her own start-up, D. Garvey Corp, 
that employed more than 255 people in the 
“development and construction of large-sale 
wireless networks,’’ according to a biogra¬ 
phy published on the website of her latest 
venture, IconAlytics, Ltd. Garvey started 
IconAlytics, a company that authenticates 
art, after getting her PhD in art history from 
the University of Washington. 

They are easily one of Seattle’s most 


powerful couples, if not the most powerful 
couple in the Pacific Northwest. It’s a story 
worthy of a book, although they’re not like¬ 
ly to publish it anytime soon. Durkan has 
described Garvey as “unbelievably private’’ 
(according to the Seattle Times). In addi¬ 
tion to declining an in-person interview re¬ 
quest from The Stranger, the mayor’s office 
declined to answer written questions for 
this story—from serious inquiries about fi¬ 
nancial disclosure to softball questions like 
how they met and what they think of being 
leaders in the LGBTQ community. 

Even though we are referring to Garvey as 
Durkan’s “partner,” they are not registered 
domestic partners and they are not married. 
Because of this, Durkan is able to shield Gar¬ 
vey from much of the public disclosures that 
the spouses of previous Seattle mayors have 
been subjected to. 

Seattle mayors, like all city employees, are 
required to file financial disclosure forms 
that clearly describe what they own and 
their business relationships. That disclosure 
requirement extends to the spouses of politi¬ 
cians because Washington is a “community 


property” state, where your assets are shared 
with your legal partners, according to Wayne 
Barnett, executive director of the Seattle 
Ethics and Elections Commission. These 
disclosures are intended to prevent public 
officials from making decisions that direct¬ 
ly benefit their own finances. We wouldn’t 
want an official awarding contracts to their 
own business, and disclosing their assets 
publicly helps prevent such moves. 

“It’s about making sure that everyone can 
be on guard for self-dealing,” Barnett said. 
“We would not want a mayor or a city coun- 
cilmember or even a city employee taking 
actions that would benefit themselves.” 

These laws apply to Durkan, who filed a 
financial disclosure statement in which she 
said she was worth $5.75 million (including 
a checking account with more than a mil¬ 
lion dollars in it and stock in Costco and a 
company called Nanometrics). But what 
Garvey is worth (and what she invests in) 
is anyone’s guess. 

By all indications, Garvey is worth a lot of 
money. Not only has she worked in high-pay¬ 
ing corporate jobs, and not only does she own 


her own companies, but she very likely start¬ 
ed her fife with some change in the bank. Her 
father was a Louisiana telecom magnate who 
sold his wireless telecommunications firm for 
$400 million, according to an obituary pub¬ 
lished in the Times-Picayune in New Orleans. 

Garvey also purchased a 70-acre lot on 
Whidbey Island for $3.4 million in 2001, 
what was then the island’s most expensive 
residential property purchase, according to 
the South Whidbey Record. David Kroman, a 
Crosscut reporter, uncovered details about a 
new house the couple is building in Garvey’s 
name; they reportedly purchased the $4 mil¬ 
lion house in 2015 at an undisclosed location 
in Seattle, demolished it, and then set out to 
build a 5,000-square-foot mansion worth $7.5 
million in its place. Crosscut didn’t publish 
the address, noting that Durkan has received 
death threats from her work as a US Attorney. 
The Stranger will not publish it, either. 

But it makes you wonder: What do they 
not want the public to know? Are they hiding 
anything from us? These are valid questions 
to ask any political leader. Similar questions 
have dogged President Donald Trump since 
his decision, during the 2016 campaign, not 
to release his tax returns. 

More questions come to mind: How many 
companies does Garvey own or have a stake 
in? What stocks are in her investment port¬ 
folio? Considering her wealth and her PhD 
in art history, what paintings does she own? 
Will a Georgia O’Keeffe or a Jean-Michel 
Basquiat hang in their new house? 

Because Durkan hasn’t voluntarily dis¬ 
closed Garvey’s assets, and because her office 
declined to provide any information for this 
story, we have no way to know. I should reiter¬ 
ate: Durkan has not broken any laws by being 
private about her family’s finances. (Neither 
has Trump by not disclosing his tax returns.) 

“The ethics laws on the books do bar the 
mayor from taking any action in which her 
partner has a financial interest,” Barnett 
said. “There is no reason to think that she is 
not complying with those laws.” 

Nevertheless, she is going against the 
precedent set by our last two mayors. May¬ 
or Ed Murray’s husband, who was also a city 
employee, would frequently speak to news 
outlets and be photographed for stories. By 
contrast, few public photos of Garvey exist 
anywhere. 

The mayor before Murray, Mike McGinn, 
was so transparent with the media and the 
public that he made not only his wife but 
also his children available to reporters by in¬ 
viting the staff of The Stranger to his house 
for long, poorly lit barbecues in his North 
Seattle backyard. 

Meanwhile, our current mayor and her 
partner are harder to find than a sunny Feb¬ 
ruary day in Seattle. That’s a shame, because 
they probably have an inspiring story to tell. ■

The App That 
Plans a Date for You 

It’s called Mystery, and it 
requires a leap of faith.

M ystery is not an app that finds you 
a date. It’s for people who already 
have a date and want to know what 
the hell to do together. Founder 
Shane Kovalsky had noticed that everyone 
around him had sort of given up. Not in gen¬ 
eral, but with leisure time. The same old story 
of being tired and opting for Netfiix instead of 
going out into the city and trying something. 

“I just think the best part of life is experi¬ 
encing things and being able to get out there 
and do something new,” Kovalsky told me. 
“And the problem is, it takes a lot of planning, 
and plarming is like homework.” 

Mystery officially launches on Valentine’s 
Day, but my boyfriend, Harry, and I tried it 
when it was in beta. Right now. Mystery is 
just awebsite (trymystery.com), but the app 
launches in March. On the website, we en¬ 
tered our information, our preferences, and 
our budget—and then we left our Saturday 
night up to chance. All we knew was that the 
attire was casual and that a Lyft would pick 
us up at 6:30 p.m. 

The car arrived on time and dropped us off 
at a Fremont cigar shop. We looked at each 
other, puzzled. Then Harry’s phone buzzed. 
More instructions: “Your first stop is at B. 
Fuller’s Mortar & Pestle. You will be doing a 
one-hour tea tasting. Will is your guide.” 

The sign was just up the street. It was 
attached to a hole-in-the-wall shop I must 
have walked past a hundred times and never 
noticed. We pushed open the door, past the 
“closed for private tasting event” sign. Every 
inch of wall space was covered with jars of 
loose-leaf tea. A man wearing a steampunk 
three-piece suit pulled out the pocket watch 
tucked into his vest. “Are you here for the 
tea tasting?” 

Will rolled out a huge wooden tea cart. 
There were beakers and electric kettles. 
There were mason jars filled with tea. We 


were grinning. How did we end up here? 

Mystery pairs people with an experi¬ 
ence that’s personally curated for them. As 
Kovalsky explainedto me, “I wantedto create 
something that gave you a way to basically 
cheat and have this awesome experience 
without having to do any of the work.” The 
app polls you on whether you like classes or 
physical experiences, if you’re into loud set¬ 
tings, and what kind of food you like. It takes 
the stress away from looking at a Yelp page 
with athousand different high-rated options 
that aren’t necessarily the right fit for you. 

“There’s this option paralysis that makes 
you go to the same spot every time you go 
out,” Kovalsky said. “People really want to do 
something, they just need an avenue. We’re 
providing that.” 

Harry and I sipped different strains of 
green, oolong, and black teas out of dainty 
tasting cups. We learned that ah. tea comes 
from the same plant, called camellia sinen¬ 
sis. Did you know that? We didn’t. We tried a 
bunch of tealeaves packed into a dense cake 
called pu’er. The Chinese age it like wine. It 
tasted kind of like dirt, but we both liked it. 
We had seconds, then thirds. 

After an hour and a half we got another 
text: “Your next stop is just down the street 
at a speakeasy called the Backdoor. Have a 
drink, the first two are on us.” 

Part of what’s great about Mystery is that 
it’s hands-off It’s entirely card-less. Every¬ 
thing is arranged and paid for. You have to 
pay, too—but in the moment, it feels like a 
magical experience. 

At the Backdoor, I sipped a cocktail called an 
Aphroteasiac, to fit with the tea theme. Harry 
orderedthe bartender’s choice, Ya GottaHave 
Faith, to fit with the theme of giving up control 
The light coming from the chandeliers was 
gentle and soft. We held hands the whole time, 
joking about our future as tea enthusiasts. ■

24-hour bugs, both of which 
indicated he wouldn’t be able 
to eat anything for awhile yet.

The Wedding Ring for

A little black bracelet wants to get people off 
dating apps and into the world.

W hen you first fire up a dating app, the 
universe seems full of possibility. 
You’re playing a no-stakes game of 
hot-or-not on a website full of sin¬ 
gle people extremely excited to tell you how 
tall they are. Matching with a cool-looking 
person does approximate the thrill of catch¬ 
ing an eye across the room. And scrutinizing 
the wild profiles ofweirdos and the shocking¬ 
ly basic profiles of normals is abottomless joy. 

If you’re still on the apps six months later, 
however, you come to the realization that 
you’ve outsourced your romantic life to a 
data-collection service. Six months after 
that, you’ve deleted and re-downloaded the 
app more times than you can count, because 
what else is there? By then, you’re probably 
not even going on dates. You’re just swiping 
to score that dopamine hit from matching 
with a stranger. It’s pitiful. 

That’s not how it is for everyone, obviously, 
but that’s more or less what happened to Mi¬ 
chelle Preston, 37, a general contractor from 
Bothell. She got on the apps after a divorce 
three years ago. At first, she said, it was fun. 
She’d match with a lot of guys, and all of them 
would chat with her, but none of them would 
ask her out. After a while, she decided she 
needed to break the cycle. So she started a 
company that she hopes will be a movement. 
It’s called the Offline Movement. 

Preston sells $9 black silicone wristbands 
that say “Move>>Offline” in white lettering. 
The band is a signal to the world that says, 
“I’m single and I’d like to be approached.” 
Preston is launching the band on Valentine’s 
Day at Civility & Unrest in Bellevue. After her 
local launch, she’s planning to expand to six 
other cities: Los Angeles, Atlanta, Chicago, 
Miami, San Francisco, and Portland. 

“The idea is that you can wear this thing 
anywhere,” Preston said after admitting it’s 
basically a black Livestrong bracelet with 


a different message. “It’s not just for going 
to the bars or clubbing. It’s for when you’re 
out doing things you like to do. It’s a tool to 
help people identify others who are single, 
others who are sick of the game, sick of the 
apps just like I am.” 

The idea for the bracelet came to her after 
she ditched the apps and struck out into the 
world solo, an adventure she chronicles on 
her blog, Carhartts & Heels. After getting 
burned by men she’d approach in public 
who ended up being married or otherwise 
unavailable, she thought up the wedding ring 
for single people. 

“Wouldn’t it be cool if you could walk into a 
Starbucks and automatically be able to tell if 
someone was single or married?” she thought. 
Such a device would reduce the risk of out¬ 
right rejection on technical grounds and en¬ 
courage real human interactions. 

Throughout history, single people have 
developed ways to signal their status. Am¬ 
orous but rule-bound Victorian women, for 
instance, used a discreet fan language at par¬ 
ties to communicate with potential suitors. 
A woman carrying her fan in her left hand 
meant she was “desirous of an acquaintance,” 
according to a hst of “fan flirtations” from a 
1866 issue of Cassell’s Magazine. Drawing the 
fan across the cheek was a declaration of love. 
For decades, gay men used handkerchiefs to 
signal various kinds of availability. Teens and 
ravers are forever coming up with elaborate 
bracelet codes that indicate sexual desires. 

“It’s a very passive, subtle hint,” Preston 
said. “If somebody recognizes it, you know 
they already hate online dating and the fake 
lives people are living on Facebook, which is 
a great icebreaker. You’ll know they want to 
move on and try to find a real connection.” 

To answer the obvious question; Yes, the 
Offline Movement is online. The place to get

He seemed to think I was kidding, but when 
Marcus eventually comes to his senses, 
there are dating apps specifically for people 
who smoke. The one I downloaded. High 
There, only showed me users in Chicago 
for some reason, but there are old-school 
matchmaking services, too. Highly Devoted, 
a California-based service, actually screens 
and interviews clients. Instead of an algo¬ 
rithm doing the pairing, it’s a human. They 
also help plan dates. 

“A meal is always a good option for a first 
date,” said Molly Peckler, the company’s 
founder. “We suggest that our clients don’t 
arrive high. We want to make sure they are 
aware and bright-eyed, but we do provide sug¬ 
gestions if you want to bring cannabis along.” 

Peckler said there’s a growing market for 
this kind of service. “Even though cannabis 
is becoming legal in more and more states, 
it’s not like you can go to a bar and find these 
people.”

Omissions and 
Emissions 


I’m a 21-year-old woman, and I have an 
lUD. I’ve had sex with quite a few men, and 
one thing seems to be almost constant among 
them: trying to fuck without condoms. Many 
of the men I’ve been with seem to be perfectly 
fine and terribly eager to have sex without 
condoms. This has always angered me. They 
generally assume or make sure I’m on birth 
control, which they immediately take to mean 
condom-free sex is welcome. I don’t want to 
have sex without condoms without being in a 
committed relationship. I know people cheat 
and monogamy doesn’t mean STIs won’t hap¬ 
pen, but it’s a risk I’m comfortable with. I’m 
so annoyed by how often men try to get out of 
using condoms (it’s often persistent, even with 
people I’ve been seeing a while) that 
I want to start lying and say I’m not 
on birth control. The risk of a baby 
seems to be the only STI most men 
are concerned with. Is it all right 
for me to lie and say I’m noton any 
birth control and explain why I lied 
later on if things get serious? 

I’m Understandably Distressed 

Let’s get this out of the way first: 

You’re right, lUD, sexually trans¬ 
mitted infections (STI) do happen 
to people in monogamous rela¬ 
tionships. People cheat, people lie, 
people contract, people transmit. 

A 2015 study found that people in 
consensually nonmonogamous 
(CNM) relationships were no 
more likely to contract an STI 
than people in monogamous re¬ 
lationships. The reason? If a per¬ 
son in a monogamous relation¬ 
ship screws around and doesn’t 
use a condom, they can’t ask their 
partner to start using condoms again with¬ 
out drawing attention to their infidelity. If 
someone in a CNM relationship asks their 
primary partner to start using condoms 
again—because a condom broke or fell off 
or didn’t wind up on a cock for some other 
reason—they’re drawing attention to their 
fidelity. Moving on... 

Right again, lUD: Babies do seem to be the 
only STI many men are worried about. Austra- 
han researchers conducted alarge study about 
stealthing—the deeply shitty, rape-adjacent 
practice of surreptitiously removing the 
condom during intercourse—and they were 
shocked to discover how common this deeply 
shitty practice seems to be. 

“The researchers estimated in advance 
that approximately 2% of the sample would 
report having been stealthed,’’ sex researcher 
Justin Lehmiller wrote in ablog post looking 
at the results of the study. “In fact, 32% of the 
women and 19% ofthe men surveyed reported 
having experienced stealthing... A majority 
of both groups reported discussing the event 
with their partner afterward, and most also 
reported feehng emotionally stressed about 
it. A majority also considered stealthing to be 
a form of sexual assault. These results suggest 


that stealthing is not a rare occurrence and 
we would do well to study it further.’’ 

The researchers didn’t ask heterosexual 
men about being stealthed and, as Lehmiller 
points out, there are some scattered reports 
out there about women poking holes in con¬ 
doms before sex or retrieving them after sex. 
We don’t need a study to tease out the mo¬ 
tives of these women—they want to have a 
child and don’t care whether their partners 
do (and that is not olcay)—but we could use 
a study that asked heterosexual men about 
their motives for stealthing. One question 
we should put to these assholes: Are they 
more likely to “go stealth,” i.e., to sexually 
assault a woman, if they know her to be on 
some other form of birth control? Or are they 
just so wrapped up in their own momentary 
sexual pleasure that they don’t give a shit 
about babies or any of the other STIs? 


Moving on to your actual question... 

Can you lie? Of course you can. Should you 
lie? In the case of a casual sex partner who 
might not have your best interests at heart, 
i.e., some total rando you want to fuck but ar¬ 
en’t sure you can trust, I think you can lie and 
should lie. This lie doesn’t do him any harm; 
it’s not like you’re telling him you’re on birth 
control when you’re not. And if telling this 
lie inspires some rando to be more careful 
about keeping the condom on (sometimes 
condoms fall off by accident), then it’s a lie 
that made the sex safer for you and for him. 

And if you get serious about someone you 
initially lied to about having an lUD —if some 
dude makes the transition from hot rando 
to hot boyfriend—and he reacts badly when 
you tell him the truth, just say (or text) this 
to him: “I could have waited to fuck you until 
I was sure you were a good guy. But then you 
would have missed out on all the awesome 
sex we’ve had up to now. Would that have 
been better? And by coming clean now. I’m 
basically saying that I think you’re a good 
guy that I can trust. I know that now, but I 
didn’t always know it because I’m not psy¬ 
chic. Now, do you want to raw-dog me or do 
you want to complain?” 


My girlfriend opposes sex work because she 
believes it oppresses women. Early in our re¬ 
lationship, she demanded to know if I had ever 
paid for sex, because she couldn’t be with me 
if I had. And I told her the truth: “No, never.’’ 
She didn’t ask if I’d ever been paid for sex. (One 
guy, he blew me, no women were oppressed 
because no women were involved, it happened 
twice.) Do I need to tell her? 

Two-Time Gay For Pay 

Nope. 

My partner is too embarrassed to raise this 
question with his doctor: Is it safe for me to 
drink my partner’s urine?He’s HIV-positive, 
but his viral load is undetectable. I know that 
other STIs could potentially be passed on to 
the watersports receiver through urine. My 
partner has been tested for everything and has 
no other STIs. He is worried that 
his urine could contain enough of 
his antiretroviral drugs (Tivicay 
andDescovy) to do me harm. He is 
particularly worried that I might 
suffer from the side effects of those 
drugs. I am not currently on any 
medications. I believe that his fear 
stems from when he was on chemo 
drugs for something else. Nurses 
treating him then advised me not 
to use his hospital bathroom so that 
I would not possibly be exposed to 
any chemo-drug residue. I know 
that you’re not a doctor—but could 
you ask a doctor for us? 

Ingesting Medicines 

“This one is easy,” said Dr. Peter 
Shalit, a physician who has been 
treating people with HIV/AIDS 
for 30 years. “Tivicay and Des- 
covy are very benign medicines 
JOE NEWTON with very little potential toxicity 
in standard doses. If one were to 
drink the urine of someone taking these 
medicines, there would be essentially no 
Tivicay, as this medicine is excreted by the 
liver, not the kidneys. The remnants of the 
drug are excreted in the feces, so to get signif¬ 
icant exposure to secondhand Tivicay, you’d 
have to eat... well, never mind.” 

As for Descovy—that’s actually two med¬ 
icines in one. First, the bad news: Emtricit- 
abine and tenofovir alafenamide, the meds 
in Descovy, are excreted in the urine. And 
the good news: “The amount of Descovy that 
would be in one liter of urine is less than a 
single pill’s worth,” said Dr. Shalit, who is 
also a member of the American Academy of 
HIV Medicine. “Since these medicines are 
intrinsically very safe to begin with, in my 
opinion the health risk from exposure to the 
small amounts that maybe found in urine is 
negligible. Don’t worry about it.” ■

Feb 7), about a journahst who covered both 
the strike and the massacre.

MERCER WINE ESTATES TASTING ROOM 
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Porcelain’s Deadly Secrets 

An artist's “intervention" at SAM highlights a history 
hiding behind beautiful objects.

P orcelain can be hard to engage with. 
It’s inert, functional, cold. That’s why 
English artist Claire Partington’s 
site-specific “intervention” in the 
Porcelain Room at Seattle Art 
Museum, titled Taking Tea, is so thrilling. 

Her installation tells the violent and 
fraught history behind these shiny, valuable 
objects that drastically shaped British cul¬ 
ture, fashion, and economics. 
Porcelain use in England was 
“fueled by this craze for tea,” 
Partington explains, and the 
wares would have to endure 
long and dangerous sea voy¬ 
ages from China—trips that 
many sailors died on, whether because of 
storms or enemy ships. 

This precariousness only made porcelain 
more highly prized, and expensive. In Tak¬ 
ing Tea, Partington is riffing off of figures in 
17th-century paintings who use porcelain as 
a way of showing off their immense wealth. 
The installation is composed of six porcelain 
figures all “taking tea” in the middle of the 
room on a golden table. Each figure is meant 
to represent a stage of the introduction of 
porcelain to Europe, from red stoneware that 
came with the first ships of tea to expensive 
and decorative Wanli porcelain. 

There’s a slave boy, a gentleman and a lady, 
amaid, and two drowned sailors. “I wanted to 


get a teatable and have these people embody 
the tea set,” Partington says, by way of ex¬ 
plaining why the maid’s hand is on her waist, 
her hand wanly held in the air like the teapot 
from the children’s rhyme. 

Likewise, the lady in her decadent dress 
(look closely and you’ll see modern luxury 
brand symbols hidden in the striped pattern) 
holds her pinky finger upright, the epitome 
of refinement. And the gentleman clumsily 
holds the teapot in the wrong way. 

But the most interesting figures on the 
table are the sailors whose skin is painted 
the color of water-bloated flesh. One lies 
facedown in front of the tea-takers, dead. 
On his back; a depiction of a giant kraken 
destroying a ship. Behind the standing fig¬ 
ures is the other sailor, seemingly trying to 
scramble up onto the table, with averse from 
Lord Byron’s poem “Don Juan” inscribed on 
his back. These two men are representative 
of the human toll of the porcelain frenzy. 

The opulent scene on the table is con¬ 
trasted by the thousand or so pieces of 
porcelain from Europe and Asia in SAM’s 
collection. It’s also contrasted by another 
element Partington brought into the room: 
porcelain wares that did not make it to their 
destination, found in shipwrecks across the 
world. (Partington sourced most of them on 
eBay.) These can be found in a drawer of 
the table and in a niche opposite from the 


table. Some of these pieces of porcelain are 
covered in crustaceans. The artist points 
out: “If you get up really close to them, you 
can still smell the sea.” 

This installation will be up for two years. 
SAM and guest curator Erika Dalya Massa- 
quoi plan to continue to activate the space in 
different ways, bringing in period-appropriate 
scents (incense, tea, ocean smells, the odor of 


firing earthenware) and music (17th and 18th 
century) to make the experience immersive. 

Porcelain “is way more robust than you ini¬ 
tially think it is,” the artist said the other day 
at the museum. “You can drop it and it bounc¬ 
es.” That elicited nervous laughter from the 
staff But Partington’s genuine appreciation 
for the material is clear. Taking Tea activates 
the space in a way never done before. ■

‘‘I Have to Confront 
My Demons” 

Degenerate Art Ensemble gets personal 
for the first time.

DEGENERATE 
ART ENSEMBLE: 
SKELETON FLOWER 

Erickson Theater

S keleton flowers bloom in the 
wooded mountains of northern 
Japan. When you see them in the 
sun, the plant looks unremarkable. 
A little clump of six-petaled 
flowers with yellow centers. But when it 
rains, the flower petals become completely 
transparent. They look like glass. 

“To me, that’s the 
whole metaphor of the 
show,’’ said Degenerate 
Art Ensemble cofounder 
Haruko Crow Nishimu- 
ra, discussing SfeZetow FZoirrer, amultidisci- 
plinary performance about a woman using 
her substantial creative powers to trans¬ 
form her trauma into something beautiful. 
The piece premieres February 13 to 16 at the 
Erickson Theater. 

Earlier this month, I visited Nishimura 
and DAE’s other cofounder, Joshua Kohl, at 
their house on a hiU in Fremont. The place 
has become more or less a storage facihty for 
current and future projects, which makes 
for dreamy decor. Neon-colored canvas¬ 
es line the waU. A tall throne 
entirely covered in faux fur 
stands near the stairs. 

DAE has been conjuring 
up spectacular contempo¬ 
rary fairy tales for the stage, 
the screen, and weirdo festival 
campgrounds since 1999. The 
fantastical worlds originate 
in Nishimura’s brain. She an¬ 
imates them with dance, and 
Kohl helps shape them and 
set them to music. Both 
performers draw their 
aesthetics from all 
over, but common 
themes include Japa¬ 
nese monster cinema, 
comic books, fairy 
tales, and protest. 

Over tea and vegan 
macaroons, Nishimu¬ 
ra and Kohl told me 
they began work on 
Skeleton Flower 
about two years 
ago. They’re 
planning to 


use all the storytelling devices they’re known 
for, but this time it will be j ust the two of them 
onstage. And this time, it’s personal. 

After a few years of therapy, wherein she 
was able to open up for the first time about 
her violent upbringing and experiences of 
sexual assault, Nishimura decided to explore 
her own hfe with this show. “It’s time. I’m 48 
now,’’ she said. “I’ve been an avatar of other 
characters in these new contemporary fairy 
tales that we’ve been creating in the past, but 
now it’s time for my own story.” 

This new project has many tentacles 
(there’s a full album in the works), but the 
performance aspect reimagines several 
fairy tales—including “Fitcher’s Bird,” “The 
Wild Swans,” and “The Red Shoes”—and in¬ 
corporates characters from previous DAE 
shows. All the protagonists are women who 
put their creative desires to action and over¬ 
come great opposition. 

As they worked on Skelton Flower, Kohl 
and Nishimura began to see the piece as a 
way of understanding recurring characters 
and themes in the group’s previous ef¬ 
forts. There are always strong female 
characters fighting back against de¬ 
mons, monsters, and menacing male 
figures. There’s a Mothra character 
that recalls Nishimura’s mother. A 
very early DAE show featured a guy 
walking around the stage and harass¬ 
ing women with a giant dildo. “Why 
do these things always show up in 
my work? Oh, because I have to 
confront my demons,” Nishimu¬ 
ra said, laughing. 

“The truth is that everyone suf¬ 
fers. My story isn’t new. Our hope 
for the piece is to say it’s okay to 
voice and share your shame. 
Shame becomes a power once 
you share it.” 

Kohl said, “And it’s a won¬ 
derful thing to be exploring 
something like depression 
in such a celebratory 
and wild and color¬ 
ful and defiant way. 
As opposed to it 
being something 
that’s like- 
depressing.” ■

What’s Wrong with Lake City? 

Novelist Thomas Kohnstamm satirizes a local fictional loser.

I f you’re from someplace like “Lake 
Shitty,” a North Seattle neighborhood 
most known for its used car 
dealerships and shadily managed strip 
clubs, everything in the culture will 
teU you that life is elsewhere. But if you do 
end up escaping to get “good” education, 
you hourly fight feelings of fraudulence 
while trying to live in a world designed

difficult and morally fucked and probably 
impossible, but going back to your roots 
would count as a failure. Or would it? 

These are some of the dynamics at play in 
Lake City, a new novel from Seattle writer 
Thomas Kohnstamm. The class anxiety is 
embodied in the novel’s semi-antihero. Lane, 
who is, above all else, a coward. After his wife 
cheats on him, he “temporarily” drops out of 
his humanities PhD program at Columbia 
University and—blaming his woes on 9/11 
instead of his failed relationship—moves 
back home to Lake City, where he tries to 
hatch a plan to win his wife back. 

In the beginning of the novel, that plan in¬ 
volves drinking a lot and treating his mother 
badly. It ends up involving a scheme with rich 
lesbian foster parents from California who

essentially try to legally steal a kid from his 
mother, a Native American woman named 
Inez who lives in atrailer park with her mom. 

Kohnstamm attempts to use his gifts of 
description and characterization—which 
are considerable—to render the break rooms, 
beer fridges, trailer parks, and working-class 


people of his hometown. The idea is to find 
the soul of Lake City, the thing that makes 
it particular, unique, worthy. This effort is 
moderately successful. 

There’s a fine line between an accurate 
portrayal of the employee coat rack at the 
Fred Meyer and poverty porn. The narrator 


crosses that line a lot, most egregiously when 
he describes Lake City as “the mistress that 
grown-up Seattle kept around... the one with 
electric-blue eyeliner and a missing incisor... 
the one who is always there when it needs to 
drink a forty and get a hand job in a parked car 
and not have to discuss what it all means.” I’m 
sure she feels the same way, buddy. 

But the Fred Meyer scenes are glorious. 

Kohnstamm is at his best when he’s send¬ 
ing up a special kind of virtue-signaling lib¬ 
eral who claims to live their life in constant 
service to the oppressed, but who doesn’t 
actually do anything for them. The relation¬ 
ships between the characters bring out this 
underlying critique, but the narrator, weird¬ 
ly, gets in the way. And his obsession with 
linking “authenticity” to “grittiness,” and 
then wrapping that “grittiness” in a bunch of 
purple prose, only reveals his distance from 
that “grittiness” in the first place. 

The author’s desire to highlight Lake 
City’s uniqueness also leads him to manu¬ 
facture regionalisms. At one point, he trade¬ 
marks a “West Coast Courtesy Smile,” which 
I’d love to see differentiated from a Midwest 
Courtesy Smile or just a plain old courtesy 
smile. Such overblown regionalisms and 
reaches for “authenticity” feel desperate, 
which is maybe the most Seattle thing about 
the book. But local readers will likely enjoy 
the familiar locations and scraps of lore. ■

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Basement Instincts 

New music venue Belltown Yacht Club is way cooler than its name.

A s the 110-capacity Belltown Yacht 
Club fills up with avid dancers, 
impressive sweat stains start 
spreading on shirts, blouses, and 
dresses at January’s Wig Out!, a 
1960s garage-rock, R&B, and soul dance 
party. The DJs—Maxwell Edison, Kevin 
Fitzgerald, Michael Chrietzberg, and 
Mike Nipper—drop a selection of obscure, 
high-energy 45s, and though the music is 
five-plus decades old, punters youngish 
and middle-age-ish return their energy in 
spades. The vibe here is so un-21st-century 
Seattle—and that’s part of its appeal. 

Belltown Yacht Club—which occupies 
the large space adjacent to the two-year-old 
Screwdriver Bar, located in the basement of 
the historic Barnes Building—was spawned 
from the minds of that establishment’s three 
owners: Chris Jones, Dave Flatman, and 
Bryan Krieger. The trio have 
extensive nighthfe experience 
from the (old) Comet Tav¬ 
ern, Crocodile, and Neumos. 
They’re part of a new wave of 
artsy entrepreneurs who have migrate d from 
Capitol Hill to Belltown, along with the own¬ 
ers of Jupiter Bar, Neon Boots, Black Cat, and 
others. Together, they’re shifting the locus of 
coolness to a part of Seattle that, in recent 
years, had become a playground for the rich 
and culturally obtuse. “We’re abunch of mis¬ 
fits, so we are ah. taking care of each other 
here,’’ Krieger says. 

BYC’s bosses wanted to fill the void left by 
the loss of Second Avenue Pizza and other 
gritty venues. “We love this neighborhood.

and it is just a shame to see things disap¬ 
pear,” Flatman says. “So we wanted to have 
something that is here to keep promoting 
the Seattle music and artistic scenes in that 
community... to try to hold on to a little bit of 


why we fell in love with Belltown.” 

Toward that end, they’ve decked out 
the space like a rock-and-roll fanatic’s rec 
room. No matter where you look, you’ll see 
manifestations of the owners’ musical ob¬ 


sessions. Jones is mostly responsible for 
the visual splendor: stone walls; framed LP 
covers (MC5, Velvet Underground, Chuck 
Berry, etc.); a Kurt Cobain painting; a Jim¬ 
my Page cutout; bars, ledges, and tables 
with hundreds of 45 adapters, 7-inch sin¬ 
gles, CDs, and even a (rock) lobster encased 
within. And the jukebox is loaded with the 
bosses’ own singles. That is sacrifice for 
the greater good. 

While Flatman proclaims that BYC is 
primarily a rock-and-roll bar, they’re open 
to hosting techno (like the January 26 show 
with Golden Madonna), hiphop (January 30 
with Chong the Nomad), metal (Skelator, X 
Suns, and DemonHammeR on February 23), 
and a monthly poetry and prose open mic. 

After a shaky opening night with live 
goth-oriented electronic music in December, 
BYC has improved its sormd system (featuring 
old Mackies with robust bass capabilities), and 
has enlisted experienced audio experts Nick 
Fenton, Ross Albrechtson, and Ian LeSage to 
workthe controls. Musicians from Seattle and 
elsewhere are clamoring to get slots there. 

Because it’s below street level, BYC eludes 
what Flatman calls the “crazy Belltown dra¬ 
ma” to which the neighborhood is prone. 
The owners praise their cool clientele, with 
Flatman stating that “the ethos behind ev¬ 
erything we do is pushing the community 
forward.” Krieger adds, “If you are a tourist, 
if you are working for Amazon, if you are in a 
band, if you come down here, you are part of 
the community. You are going to be treated 
with respect and love, and what we give out, 
we are lucky enough to get that back.” ■

J imi Hendrix and Joni Mitchell 
are paradoxical icons. The former 
gave one of the most monumental 
performances at the original 
Woodstock; the latter wrote one of 
the most famous songs about the festival 
without ever attending it. 

Hendrix was deeply entrenched in the 
counterculture; Mitchell considered her¬ 
self outside of it de¬ 
spite her ties to it, and 
in the years since, has 
been rather critical of 
it. He dominated rock 
and roll and played 
electric guitar like he 
had a direct line to the 
Muse, like the guitar was an extension of his 
being, and wrung the loudest, most provoca¬ 
tive sounds from it; she was the mistress of 
folk and played acoustic guitar in thoughtful 
open tunings, seemingly offhandedly but in 
reality inventively melodic and harmonic. 

His music was wild, spiritual, psychedel¬ 
ic, carefree, and often loud; hers was subtle 
and gentle and confessional, unobtrusive 
and often quiet, but so lovely. 

They were peers with overlapping fame, 
but Hendrix died at age 27, before he pre¬ 
sumably achieved his creative peak. Critics 
argue that Mitchell—alive, age 75, though re¬ 
tired since 2007—seemed to reach her peak 
in the 1970s, with each album that followed 
1976’s Hejira a little less great than the last. 

Despite their differences, both musicians 
have inspired artists across genres and de¬ 
cades, and helped shape the musical land¬ 
scape ever after. And both are getting their 
due in the coming weeks with single-night 
film engagements. 


Jimi Hendrix: Electric Church chronicles 
the artist’s July 4,1970, performance at the 
Atlanta International Pop Festival, one of the 
last big fests of the era. It drew an estimated 
500,000 people to a podunk town called By¬ 
ron about an hour south of Atlanta. It was 
one of Hendrix’s last great performances; he 
died a few months later. The 16 mm footage 
sat virtually untouched for 30 years, until 
it was recovered, edited, and bookended 
by interviews that set the context and give 
background and commentary on the fest. 
The talking heads range from Paul McCart¬ 
ney to former bandmate Billy Cox to modern 
guitar phenom Derek Trucks to several By¬ 
ron townsfolk who experienced the fest first¬ 
hand. The doc originally premiered on Show¬ 
time in 2015, and had a DVD release, but the 
current run in select theaters is the first time 
it’s getting the big-screen treatment. 

Joni 75: A Birthday Celebration was cap¬ 
tured during a two-night run of star-studded, 
sold-out benefit shows at the Music Center in 
Los Angeles this past November. It features 
a handpicked group of Mitchell’s peers and 
proteges performing her music—including 
Brandi Carhle, Seal, Norah Jones, Los Lobos 
and La Marisoul, James Taylor, and Rufus 
Wainwright—interspersed with behind-the- 
scenes interviews. While a screener of the con¬ 
cert film was unavailable at the time of this 
writing, all accounts ofthe event itself describe 
a loving, reverential, and at times poignant 
homage to an impressive five-decade career. 

One film is tied to the past; the other is 
rooted in the present. But both are nurtured 
by nostalgia and shed light on how much in¬ 
fluence these two artists wielded—one from 
well beyond the grave, the other a dozen 
years deep into her retirement. ■

F reshly dumped? Living the single 
life? Romance is a sham? Your 
significant other’s tech job uprooted 
them and replanted them in the 
Deep South? Excellent. Go to Olive 
Garden on Valentine’s Day. 

It’s warm in Olive Garden. The walls are a 
welcoming color. It smells like salad dress¬ 
ing. Everyone seems happy you’re there. 

A couple years ago on Valentine’s Day, my 
friends dressed to the nines and journeyed 
up to the Lynnwood Olive Garden to have 
their own friend date. They loved it. The peo¬ 
ple-watching is amazing—the Garden is a 
very popular date spot, it turns out—and so 
are the endless breadsticks and bottomless 
salad. What more could you want? 

If the “tech job” example in my first para¬ 
graph seemed a little too specific, there’s a 
reason. This past week, my boyfriend re¬ 
located to Georgia. We’re doing the whole 
“long distance” thing. It’s supposedly tempo¬ 
rary. But adapting to that absence has been 
a struggle.

So as a distraction, and an excuse for some 
hearty Italian food, I took inspiration from 
my friends and treated myself to Olive Gar¬ 
den. I brought two coworkers—one of them 
single and the other one craving free food on 
The Stranger’s dime. Our waiter, Andy, gave 
us his business card, which says he’s a “Rock- 
Star” real-estate agent when he’s not waiting 
tables. He told us he’s from Macon, Georgia. 

“I just turned 50,” said Andy, who didn’t 
look 50. “Wine, classical music, and the arts 
keep me young! That, and I don’t sweat the 
small stuff!” Sage advice, Andy. 

There was a mini-tablet on the table 


where we were supposed to order. It was 
confusing. We just wanted Andy. Also, why 
did the mini-tablet have a camera? Olive 
Garden Big Brother—is that you? We sought 
out Andy. And, with his help, we feasted. 

For the appetizer, we indulged in loaded 
pasta chips (fried ravioli that you can dip 
in marinara sauce). It’s genius. We gob¬ 
bled them up before the first set of bread- 
sticks even came out. Then, of course, we 
ate breadsticks. They were piping hot, and 
we dunked them in a five-cheese marina¬ 
ra sauce boat.

When we told 
him we worked at The Stranger, he told us 
he loves The Stranger so much that he some¬ 
times sends the print edition to his friends 
back in Georgia. Then he told us that the 
New York Times and the Washington Post 
were fake news, so we weren’t sure how 
to feel about his compliments about The 
Stranger anymore. 

I went home and slept soundly for the 
first time in a while. For lunch the next day, 
I toured the rest of Italy. ■
